Columns are provided to indicate the extent to which the expected 
outcomes are emphasized by (1) amount of instruction, (2) inclusion 
in course goals, (3) inclusion in instructional materials, and (4) 
coverage in staff training. Results of the analyses can be compiled 
and used to guide st^ff training and selection or development of 
materials.
